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the whole estate does not exceed the sum of * * *  five
hundred dollars in addition to the allowanees mentioned in
the preceding sub-divisions of this seet’on, the county court may,
by an erder, assign the whole of such estate for the use and sup-
port of the widow and minor children of the deceased and for
the support of the children under seven years of age. if there
be no widow. after the payment of funeral eharges and expenses
of administration.

5. If the personal estate of any deceased person shall amount
to more than * * * fire hundred dollars in addition to the
allowances mentioned in the preceding sub-divisions of this see-
tion, the cexcess shall be applied to the payment of the debts of
the deceased. with expenses of administration and funeral
charges. '

SECcTION 2. This act shall take effeet and be in foree from and
after its passage and publication.

No. 347, A.j { Published April 22, 1909,
CHAPTER 57.

AN ACT to amend seetion 1284 of the statutes, relating to re-
moval of fences, .

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate and
assembly, do cnact as follows:

SectioN 1. Section 1284 of the statutes is amended to read:
Section 1284. Whenever the supervisors shall have laid. out,
widened or altered any publie hichway through any inelosed,
cultivated or improved lands and their determination shall not
have been appealed from they shall give the owner or occupant
of such lands notice in writing to remove his fenees within
such time as they shall deem reasonable, not less than thirty
days after g'ving such notice; but no person shall be required
to remove such fences bhetween the * * *  fifteenth day of
* ®* * Jlay and the first day of * * * QOclober in any
vear; and if such owner or occupant shall not remove his fences
within the time required in such notice the supervisors shall
cause such fence to he removed and shall direet such road to he
opened ; but if the determination of the supervisors shall have
been appealed from then such notice shall be given after the
final decision of such appeal.

Section 2. This act shall take effeet and be in foree from and
after its passage and publication.
